So far as the brownies are con- 
cerned, I often call. this recipe my 
foolproof recipe. A critic said the 
brownies were not hard at the end 
of 30 minutes in a moderate oven. 
Brownies should never be hard. 
They should be soft whenever taken 
out of the oven. 

I am going to givé-you a real treat 
in some of the recipes I publish to- 
day. They have been sent in to me 
by a generous reader who has trans- 
lated from her German cook book 
several of her best recipes which 
have been tried out year after year 
at holiday and,at other times. I 
know you will appreciate, as I do, 
her kindness in sharing them with us. 

1 am giving you by request of a 
reader, a recipe for one of the most 
modern types gf cookies; the so- 
called ice box or refrigerator recipe. 
The dough for these cookies may be 
shaped into rolls, wrapped in wax 
paper and stored almgst indefinitely 
in the refrigerator. Whenever you 
desire a hot cookie, slice the dough 
with a sharp, hot knife, and bake. 
This recipe calls for dates and nuts. 
You. may vary it by using other 
fruits which, however, must always 
be chopped very fine or run through 
a meat grinder, so that the rolls may 
be easily sliced. Sometimes the 
dough is packed into a small bread 
pan and sliced in oblongs. If you 
compare German recipes with this 
you will notice that they also use a 
very easy way for forming cookies. 
In several of these recipes the dough 
fg rolled into small balls, placed on 
baking sheets on which it will spread 
into rounds, The filled cookies, or 
Christmas balls, as they are called, 
are most attractive little cakes. I 
know. you will like the chocolate 
}macaroons as well.

Terrible are the tiny monsters 
that attack the family’s stored food 
supply. But even though their ap- 
petites are ravenous, they can be 
controlled or completly - exterminat- 
ed, with a little effort. 

Among the denizens of the corn- 
meal bin, the box of dried fruit, or 
the can of dried beans, one occa- 
sionally finds these unwelcome vis- 
itors which entomologists have given 
such names as saw-toothed beetles, 
common bean weevil, flour snout 
moth, spider beetle, cigarette beetle, 
and many others. 

Weevils and flour moths usually 
enter homes in contaminated food 
products such as flour, cornmeal, or 
breakfast foods, which have been 
exposed to the egg laying of beetles 
or moths in the warehouses or store 
rooms, according to the entomolo- 
gists for the agricultural extension 
service at the Ohio State university. 

Containers and receptacles should 
be thoroughly cleaned of old flour 
or meal remnants before a new sup- 
ply is obtained, Infested packages 
are best removed from the house im- 
mediately, and all cereal fragments 
should be cleaned from cracks, crey- 
ices, and the corners of shelves. 

Packaged breakfast foods, the en- 
tomologists say, are sterilized with 
heat and then packed in tightly 
sealed containers. This frees them 
of all insect life. 

Beans, cereal products, and dried 
fruit may be sterilized in the home 
by the heat method if they are slight- 
ly infested and the food has not be- 
come unfit for consumption. Some- |' 
times flour or meal can be sifted to 
remove the webbed pellets of meal 
surrounding the insect, and the re- 
mainder subjected to the heat treat- 
ment. The common method of steril- 
izing beans is to place them in a thin 
layer in. the oven and subject them 
to a. temperature of 130 to 185 de- 
grees Fahrenheit for 30 minutes. 
The thermometer reading should ‘be 
taken from the seeds in the center 
of the layer. If the beans are to be 
used for planting, raise the tempera- 
ture sloWly and take care that the 
temperature does not exceed 1385 de- 
grees, Wahrenheit. ‘Higher tempera- 
tures may destroy the germ,
